50 yards away from the tank 
The blae started when sparks 
from a cutting torch workmen 
were using to cut the tank 
ignited some oil sludge in the 4 
bottom of the tank 
Firemen contained the fire 

and then scraped out most ol 
the sludge so that the cutting! 


could resume, The tank was 

being cut up for removal 
Smoke from the fire could 

be seen for several miles 


around the area
